Artist-in-Residence Overview

Artists-in-Residence will partner with DCASE, DPD, CDOT, local
organizations and residents in four pilot neighborhoodes:
Auburn Gresham, Austin, Englewood, and New City.

As embedded members of ISW teams, artists will lead a
community engagement program that will create and build
upon neighborhood-specific cultural plans.

At the conclusion of an engagement period, the artist will
deliver a plan for a capstone public art project which will be
the culmination of the artist’s research and engagement.

In addition, the artist will provide a series of recommendations
that will guide the future development of creative projects in
neighborhoods. Depending on the nature of the capstone
project, each artist in residence will be engaged for 1-2 years.
